Altona City official Alex Duniop, 
examines the faults of Victorian 
soccer and suggests how to cor- 
rect them. 


He writes: 

“We are putting the cart before the horse. 

“We are trying to walk before we have 
learned to craw). 

“Clubs must have their own grounds and 
provide facilities there before paying 
exorbitant fees for low-standard overseas 
players. 

"Names connecting clubs with other 
countries outside Australia must be dropped 
completely and local area or city names 
adopted, if we are to establish Soccer as an 
Australian sport. 

“At the end of each season a club should be 
permitted to retain only 50 players on a 
submitted list. 

All others should be automatically free. 


“Only clubs which have junior sides of their 
own activel participating in competitive 
soccer, should be allowed to join in the free 
transfer of juniors under 16 years of age.

“All soccer should be played on Sunday! 
“We lose too much potential support from 
people who have to work on Saturday.

‘These clubs should be in good soccer areas 
where support potential is high and grounds, 
capable of development, are available. 


“Pools money should be equally divided 
between the clubs, not in cash but in work 
value to develop these grounds. 


Following the transfer deadline, no club 
should be allowed to sign any player, local, 
interstate or imported. 


Trialists 
“Trialists should be permitted by the 
Federation. 
“In other words a club should be able to 
give a player a three match trial in its 


reserves side, before signing him on always 
providing that the club which holds his 
signature, is willing to release him. 

‘At present the club must sign him on 
before it can assess whether he will fit in, or 


not. 

“Most of our problems are of our own 
making. 

“We must take a step backwards to go 
forward two steps. 

‘For too long, State League clubs have only 
been interested in themselves, not the 
development of the game.
